A ROUGH OCEAN VOYAGE | 


EXPERIENCES OF A STEAMSHIP PASSENGER 
DURING THE RECENT STORMS.

Crossing the Ocean on a Cunarder—Trip

Monday of iast week. If our experience is 
anything like a test everyone should avoid 
crossing the ocean at this season, for a rough- 
er passage it would be hard to imagine, We 
pad every kind of weather made, except 
calms, and experience during our 
eight day passage, and everyone 
who was A passenger « at this 
time experienced fully the inconveniences, if 
not the perils, of the deep. Fortunately I was 
one of the half dozen not afflicted by seasiak- 
ness and was able to be on deck mostof the 
time. The series of storms through which we 
passed may be regarded as historic, and 
caused great loss of lifeand property on both 
sides of the Atlantic. 
WAVES OF VARIOUS KINDS 

„„was greatly interested in watching the 
different kinds of waves in different localities, 
and was fortunate enough to form a friend- 
ship with the first mate, who explained to me 
the reason for each. We struck baa weather 
as soon as we left Liverpool, and before we 
reached Queenstown nearly ali the passengers 
were in their cabins. In crossing just below 
St. George’s Channel I noticed a very decided 
peculiarity in the waves. They were very 
high, but did not run in the 
long swells so. Es familiar to those 


who are familiar with the Pacific, but on the 
contrary were of small diameter and irregular 
shape, their tops being covered with ridges 
and belts of foam running at various angles. 

These, the mate explained to me, were what is 
known as composite waves. They occur only 
in the vicinity of a strait or narrow channel, 

and are caused by the meeting of two wave 
bodies coming from different directions. Before 
a heavy southeasterly gale the Atlantic swell 
bad risen very high, part of it bad passed 
north of Ireland, struck the English coast 
and passed down St. George's Channel. Here 
it had met tbe long, unbroken Atlantic swell, 

and the consequence was a piling of one wave 
on another, and a very disturbed and Irregu- 

lar condition of the water. The rough con- 

dition of the English Channel is due to 
the meeting of the Atlantic and North Sea 
swell, and these composite waves are in 
reality far higher than any others, although 
notin appearance, as one fills the trough of 
another. I was shown a book published by an 
eminent authority, which calculated that 
composite waves were often 180 feet in height, 

while forty feet was about the extreme of 
agg waves. A large ship “rs very 
little in these waves, a8 they are 
always short, and a 350 foot bull can rest on 
four or five at the same time. But a small 
vessel pitches up and down terribly, and the 
passengers suffer terribly. 


FIERCE OCEAN GALES. 

„After leaving Queenstown we struck a reg- 
ular biack 122 and the gyrations

PERILS OF THE FOG. 

When the wind subsided we struck a thick 
fog, and here for the first time our officers 
began to manifest 3 watches on the

an instant. To my surprise, instead of slow- 
ing up, the revolutions of the screw were in- 
creased and the ship driven forward ‘with all 
ossible speed. 1 expressed my surprise, 
ut the mate told me that in this course 
lay the least danger. The object is 
to get out of the fog as soon 
as possible, as the danger is not 
measured by distance, but bytime. The risk 
of running fast is really less than that of run- 
ning slow, as when two ships collide, no 
matter what their rate of s eed, one is sure to 
be cut down, lle under full steam the 
vessel is under much detter com- 
mand than when at half speed, 
an a collision can be much more 
readily avoided. The trouble with a fog is 
that lights cannot be seen at any distance, 
and that sound is most deceptive, seeming 
often to come from a false direction. This 
is caused by the echoing properties of the 
fog, which is denser in some parts 
than im others. There seems to be no way of 
avoiding the dangers incident to fogs, which 
are the only ones dreaded by captains of large 
steamers, andthey have nearly universaliy 
come to the eonciusion that the best thing to 
do is to put on steam, and run through as soon 
as possibie. We encountered sharp gales near 
our own coasts, and finally arrived at New

than the generally good effect they might have 
on base ball. 

Everybody knows that the resolution will 
not prevent clubs from paying big salaries to 
new men if they so desire, and, 80 far as the 
managers are cancerned, the law need never 
Dave been passed. It will be a one-sided af- 
fair all thröugh, and it is probably this fact 
which recommends it so strongly to the good 

of the base ball men. The Association 
Gon ep this question this morning, and after 
discussion iad not decide to adopt it 
at once but concluded that the better plan 
would be to appoint a committee of three to 
examine the scheme thoroughly and report 
upon it for action to the spring meeting of the 
Association. This meeting will, in all proba- 
bility, be held in Columbus, the new Associa- 
tion city. There are many reasons why it 
should be beld there. In the first place, it is 
central and convenient, and in the second 
Place the meeting would serve to boom the 
game in the city. 

There was some talk about reducing the 
number of games on the schedule from 14 to 
120. This matter, it will be remembered, was 
agitated last August and September!ty some 
of the League people and it was indorsed by 
agood many of the Association managers, 
too. If adopted it would cut off the season at 
both ends. The gumes would then begin 
about May linetead of April 16 and would 
cease about October 1 instead of 
October 10.

‘WILL HE po It? 
Gov. Hill Asked to Give an Escaped Convict 
a Chance to Reform. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTou. 

AtBarr, N. Y., December 6.—Gov. Hill had 
under consideration yesterday afternoon an 
application for a pardon ina criminal case of 
more than ordinary interest. Fifteen years 
ago the farmers of Orange County suffered 
from a series of burglaries. Finally the con- 
stables arrested a gang of thieves and suc- 
ceeded in obtaining sufficient evidence to con- 
vict them of having committed the robberies. 
Une of the thieves was Frank Koehler. 
He was the youngest of the gang, only 
19 years of age, and it was shown in the trial 
that he had only recently been drawn into the 
operations of the gang. Owing to his youth 
and the fact that he bad never before com- 
mitted a crime, Koehler was sentenced to only 
five years imprisonment. Gov. Hill said that 
if the Elmira Reformatory had been in exist- 
ence Koehler would have been sent to that in- 
stitution, and not to the State prison. Koeh- 
ler had been in Sing Sing Prison only six 
months when he conceived the idea of escap- 
ing. The prison authorities were then mak- 
ing cement and sending tbat articie out of 
the prison in barrels. Koehler crept 
into an empty barrel and inducing anotber 
convict to put the head int the ba rel was 
rolled on board a schooner standing at the 
prison wharf, and soon afterward the 
schooner started down the Hudson River to- 
wards New York. On the night followin 
Koehler kicked out the head of the barrel an 
umping into the Hudson River swam ashore. 

© made his way to New York and shipping 
as a COMMON seaman went to South America. 
Subseqguentiy he made 
England and China. 
returned to thie country 
and going to Union City, Erie County, Pa., 
where his father lived, started in business a- a 
baker. He gay ered and now owns the 
building in which his bakery is situated. 

He is married and has lived with such ap- 
parent honesty that yesterday Gov. Hill was 
presented w a petition signed by three- 
iourths of the inhabitants of Union City, pray- 
ing that he may be pardoned. He bad excited 
the enmity of a man who had bim indicted on 
a petty charge. Ne evidence to uphold the 
indictwent could be procured by the District 
Attorney, and accordingly it was dismissed. 
It was believed that a lawyer named T. M. 
MoClintock had something to do with 
the indictment, Koebler r signed a 
petition to the courts to have MoUlintock dis- 
barred. Soon afterward the house of McClin- 
tock was blown up with dynamite. No one 
was injured, but the bouse was rained. Me- 
Clintwck charged that Koehler was guilty of 
firing the dynamite, and Koehier accordingly 
was arrested and Indicted. When the case 
dame up fur trial, as the presiding judge wrote 
to Gov. Hill, no evidenee was presented that 
in the sligitest degree connected Koehler with 
the crime. Moreover, the District Attorney 
moved that the indictmentshouia be quashed. 
Koehler opposed the granting of the motion 
saying that he desired to have the case given 
toa jury. But of course there being uo evi- 
dence to offer against bim the request of the 
District Attorney thatthe indictment shouid 
be quashed was granted, McClintock, in the 
meantime, had learned that Koehler was an 
escaped . convict, The prison  autbori- 
ties of Sing Sing were informed 
of the fact, and they immediate! 
applied to the Governor for  requisi- 
tiou on the Governor of Pennevivania for the 
surrender ofthe prisoner. The escaped con- 
vict was immediately arrested and iodged in 
the jail at Erie, Pa. he requisition has been 
granted by Gov.

MONTREAL, Quebec, December 6.—The gas 
nuisance here has assumed the proportions of 
a pestilence. The intolerable odor which per- 
vaded the whole city can be likened only to 
the stench that would arise should it rain ais- 
eased eggs.

At the expiration 
of the franchise, which is to 4»bold 
good for forty-five years, the com- 
pany le to give the city an 
option on its plant provided tne city gives the 
company one year’s notice of its intention to 
buy. The company agrees to work according 
to the plans approved by the Board of Public 
Improvements. 

The conduit system finds little favor in the 
eyes of the members of the present board. 
The principal objection urged is that the grant 
of sucha franchise gives permission to tear 
up the streets at all times. in the 
central part of the city the 
number of telephone, telegraph and electric 
light wires is constantly increasing, Should 
the price of telephones or electric lights be 
cut down one-half it would result in a ten- fold 
increase of users, and for the conduit system 
would necessitate additional capacity. Such 
changes would make trench digging regular 
sight on the granite paved streets. 
Some of the members of the board 
aside from these views do not favor 
the system. A prominent official of the 


Bell Telephone Co, who possntiy visited the 
City Hall, said that in the East the system 
was not a success, but it was one that aliowed 
such rich pickings for Assembiymen that a 
change was scarcely to be hoped for.

WHOLESALE EVICTIONS. 


A 8yndicate Removiog Polish Squatters 
Near St. Paul's High Bridge. 


Sr. Pao, Minn., December 6.—Twenty-one 
executions have been issued in the District 
Court for the eviction of the Polish squatters 
living on the upper levee in the vicinity of the 
new high bridge. The land on which these 
squatters have built their homes is 
owned by a syndicate. Since the 
buliding of the high bridge bas begun 
the pro has atiy inoreased in 
value, . — has had it platted 
Into lots, which are offered for sale. Four 
months an attorney for the syndicate 
served onthe squatters that they must 
evacuate. The squatters are poor and ig- 
norant, and believe they are rightful own- 
ers. Some of them have lived on the flats for 
twenty years. They have paid no attention to 
the lawyer's notice. There is probably a 
population of at least 2,000 of these datters 
on the Upper Flats. This s the 
first mpt that has been 
made to put them off. The Oppen- 
heim syndicate owns only twenty acres oft he 
land, and it is no longer a good-for-nothing 
waste. It has all been reclaimed from the 
rav of the river by the building of a levee 
which the city has nearly completed. The 
other owners will probably follow the exam.- 
pie of the syndicate and the whole settlement 
willbe wiped out. It is feared that the con- 
stables will meet with armed resistance when 
they go to enforce the writs. The syndicate 
bas offered leases to the squatters at nominal 
rents, but in most instances they have refused

A BIG DEAL CLOSED. 


ASt. Louis Company Obtains Possession of 
a Texas Coal Field. 


During last week the transferof the coal 
lands lying near Fort Worth, Tex., the sale of 
which was mentioned in the PostT-DIsPsTcH, 
toa St. Louls syndicate was completed, the 


final papers signed, and the St. Louis owners 
piaced in possession. The lands in question 
are located about eighty miles westof Ft. 
Worth, and have been worked in a desultor 

way for over three years, but owing to lack 
of capital, have not been producing to any- 
thing like their full capacity. Col. 
R. Hunter, who is the President 
of the eompany, several years ago recognized 
the capabilities of the coal fields, but owing 
to the pressure of other business was unable 
to give his attention to forming the syndicate 
which now boids the lands until eight months 
ago. The price pore has not deen 
made public, bu is understood to 
be in the neighborbood of $800,000. There are 
three shafts already in operation, one over 100 
feet noo and the coal is said tolie within 75 
feet of the surface in nearly all parts of the 
tract. A large force of men will be 
at once put to work, and opera- 
tions carried on with all ssible 
speed. A railroad branch to the fields will 
soon be built and the lands brought into direct 
communication with the market. The first 
steps in consummating the transfer were 
taken about three months ago, but legal 
complications have prevented their com- 
pietion until the present time.

“BLACK BART’S” BAD LUCK 


A STAGE ROBBER’S SHIRT CUFF SENDS HIM 
TO THE PENITENTIARY. 


The Kase With Which Some Stage Drivers 
Allow Their Coaches to be Robbed—A 
Bandit Whe Lived Well and Deceived 
Everybody—A Kindergarten Stage Bob- 
ber and His Story.

Pacific Coast Railroad, was stopped by a lone 

highwayman. John Almon, the owner of the 

stage line, was on the seat with the driver. 

Suddenly a man with a gun in bis hand 

stepped info the road and ordered the driver 

to stop. He had previously rolled a heavy 
log into the road in order to block it. When 
the stage was stopped the robber told the 
the driver to throw off the express box and 
mail bags, of which there were three. When 
the driver had done this the robber ordered 
him to get down and take the log out of the 
road anddriveon. Thedriverobeyed. The 
express box is not supposed to have bad much 
money in it, but the contentsof the mail 
pouches were valuable. One ot them con- 
tained a registered letter in which there were 
$800. On accountof the manner in which the 
work was done, Detective Hume of Wells, 

Fargo & Oo., is confident that the robber was 

„„Black Bart, the famous lone highwayman 

who has recently been released from the peni- 

tentiary. Hume says thathe is the greatest 

stage robber who has ever appeared on the 

road since America was discovered. 
MR..GEORGE H. GILL, 

the manager of the District Telegraph Service 
of San Francisco, has been in the city for sev- 
eral days. He was asked if he knew anything 
about the lone higiwayman who has so re- 
cently come into prominence on the Pucific 
coast again. 

Why. yes, hereplied. ‘‘I have just read 
that Black Bart’ & accused of robbing the 
Mendocino stage. I didn’t know that he was 
out of the St. Quentin Penitentiary. He was 
sent there for fiveyears for robbing a Wells- 
Fargo stage. That was one of the 


most peculiar pases I ever heard of, 
even on the Coast Every now and then one 
of the Wells-Fargo stages was stopped by a 
solitary robber, ho was known to nearly all 
the drivers. He was always dressed in rags 
and armed only with a Henry rifle, and they 
soon learned to how that ragged suit, black 
mask and hands¢me gun. He would stop the 
stage in one of the passes and order the driver 
to throw off the pox. You know thia line of 
stages always hes more or less gold dust to 
carry, and whenthe robbers get that they let 
the passengers go. It is seldom that Wellis- 
Fargo passengerj are interfered with, for the 
drivers will inv@iably throw off the box and 
The bbx is all the robbers want. 
There is almést a regular form that 
they go through in some parts of the 
mountains. ‘Tm robber cries ‘Halt!’ and 
as soon as the diver sees that he has the drop 
on him he throws off the box and goes ahead 
without saying a word. The drivers don’t 
oe to take any chances of getting killed 
ust to save the gold the company has in tran- 
sit. That wasdheragged bhighwayman’s plan 
every time, and whenever he stopped a stage 
he got the box. The company had put every 
one of its deteé¢tives on his trail, but they 
never could get the slightest trace of him. The 
chief of its detectives is Jim Hume, a forty- 
niner, and one of the sharpest and bravest 
men on the slope. “He isn’t afraid of anything 
or anybody thatwalks. About five years ago 
Black Bart robbed one of the stages, and 
Hume toek the case in hand himself. He went 
out to the pass where the robbery had been 
committed and looked around for evidence. 
The ouly thing he ound was a cuff, and when 
he got that be neticed that though it was 
pretty dirty, it d evidently been done up 
at a oilty laundry, an not 

country washerweman. He took it to the 
city and started around from one laundry to 
another to see it it could be identified. He 
spent three or four days going from one place 
to another, and at last struck the Pacific 
Laundry, where their work was recognized. 
From their books Hume learned where the 
clothing bearing that mark had been delivered 
and put his men to watching the house. There
